WHAT ARE WE DOING ABOUT 
ARTHRITIS? 

Because arthrilis--inflammation 
of a joint-is the oldest disease 
known to man, does nol cause 
death, and we see so many cases 
most of them able to get about, we 
do not attach much importance to 
arthritis or rheumatism, Yet ‘ar- 
thritis is responsible for more suf- 
fering and loss of time from work 
than any other single ailment. 

So large is the number of arth- 
ritics throughout the world that in 
nearly every country there are 
public spirited organizations to, 
fight off arthritis and make these 
patients more comfortable. 


In the Canadian Medical Asso- 
ciation Journal Dr. Dean Robinson, 
Banff, Alberta in a letter to the 
editor, asks the question, “What 
Jare we doing about Arthritis?” He 
points out that in the United States 
and Canada there are ten times as 
many cases’ of rheumatism as 
there are cancer and two cases of 
chronic rheumatism to one case of 
heart disease. 


“Rheumatism is the greatest, 
crippler in the world. If arthritis 
killed in place of crippling the 


sponsibility of these patients as 
long as they live.” es 

After pointing out how neglect- 
ful the government and physicians 
have been regarding the care and 
comfort of rheumatic -patients, Dr. 
Robinson states that to-day physi- 
j cians realize that had they earn- 
-estly tried they could have stamp- 
ed out rheumatism years ago in- 
stead of standing idly by while a 
large percentage of our best citi- 
zens (those in youth and middle 
life) were caught in the meshes of 
this disease. 

Some of the suggestions to Cana- 
dian physicians, and they apply to 
physicians in the United States 
and elsewhere, are:- 
1.--Any new national medical 
scheme (and there are many just 
now) should include arthritis and 
make definite arrangements to sup- 
ply hospital treatment. 

2--A number of military hospi- 
tals, no longer needed by the armed 
forces, could be turned over for use 
as arthritis hospitals. 

3,-Doctors and nurses should be 
specially trained to man these hos-' 
pitals. 

4.--Hospitals wherever possible 
should be built at mineral springs 
for the care of rheumatic and 
associated diseases. 

With the treatment, many cases 
of rheumatism get completely well 
and others can carry on at work 
within thelr powers.

It is essential that the seed bed be 
in a high state of fertility, well 
drained, reasonbly free from weeds 
and well prepared. A fine, firm seed 
bed will pérmit shallow seeding, 
maintain moisture and enable young 
seedlings to establish a finn root. 
Only adapted seed of good quality, 
ihigh germination and free from 
noxious weeds should be sown. 

The seed should be thoroughly 
mixed before seeding and should not 
be sown More than one-quarter to 
one-half inch deep on heavy soils 
and one-haly to one inch deep on 
Mghter soolls. The most convenient 
practise is to seed the mixture in 
the spring with, a nuise mixture, 
preferably of early oats, and not too 
heavy. 

To produce and maintain a good 
pasture requires a higher level of 
soll fertility than for most” other 
crops. Moisture permitting, pastures 
grow from early spring to late 
autumn — five to six months of the 
year, hence they are continually 
drawing on soil fertility. When the 
fertility level drops, the clovers and 
the more productive grasses are 
succeeded by less desirable species 
and weeds. All pasture crops require 
nitrogen, phosphorus and potash, 
Nitrogen is essential foy promoting 
the growth of grasses while phos- 
phorus and potash encourage the 
growth of clovers, therefore if the 
pasture consists largely of grasses a 
high nitrogen fertilizer ts advisable. 
If clovers predominate, the fertilizer 
should contain high percentages of 
phosphorus and potash. Sojl tests 
will Indicate the relative amounts of 
‘| each to supply, The best time to 
apply fertilizer on pasture {s Jate in 
September or early October. The 
next best time {s early spring before 
seeding commences. Late spring and 
early summer applications seldom 
produce satisfactory results umless 
the season 1s very moist. One of the 
chief causes of poor pasture is low 
fertility. Five to ten loads of man- 
ure applied every two to three years 
will easily double the grazing capac- 
ity of a pasture, 

In the case of fields which have 
been seeded toa short-term hay 
and pasture mixture, {t will probably 
be found advisable not to pasture 
the new seeding until the following 
year unless the crop ts, unusually 
strong.

In flour mills and 
other locations where the major portion of the infesta- 
tion is within the machines or storage bins, effective 
control is not likely to be secured through an applica- 
tion to the walls and ceiling of the building. If DDT 
were applied to the interior of the machinery or to the 
walls of the storage bins it would probably be removed 
in a relatively short time by the friction of the moving 
parts of the machinery and the material passing over 
the treated surfaces. 

__At the same time there might be a hazard to human 
beings resulting from the incorporation of the DDT into 
the food product. As yet, not enough is known about 
the poisonous effects of DDT to higher animals to 
assume that no hazard would be involved, states Mr. 
Gray. - Consequently, it is recommended that DDT 
should not be used in the interior of machines or in 
storage bins handling food products. 


INDIA 

London commentators observe that there is no dis- 
position in London to, attach undue importance to the 
all-India Congress Committee's response to the new 
British proposals for India. The Congress resolution is 
tegarded as, from the Congress point of view, a logical 
sequel to-previous Congress pronouncements. It is a 
tactical riposte which might have been expected. On 
the other hand, real importance is seen in Congress’ 
statement that “The all-India Congress Committee re- 
solves that the forthcoming elections be contested, and 
directs the working committee to take all the necessary 
steps for this purpose.” Congress participation in the 
election to the Provincial and Central Legislatures is 
a precondition of the ‘fulfilment of the British Govern- 
ment’s hope that representative government should be’ 
made a reality in India. It “© the first step towards the 
framing of their own constitution by the Indians them- 
selves. It is pointed out in London that what is impor- 
tant and useful is not to define the goal on which all 
parties are agreed, but to devise ways and means of 
achieving it. London commentators add that Lord 
Pethwick Lawrence’s declaration of his readiness to 
visit India if his presence “would be likely to help the 
Indian people by meetings with Gandhi, Jinnah and the 
other Indian leaders” ‘testifies to the British Govern- 
mene desire to help the Indians to forge their own des- 

iny: 

A Daily Herald leader qualifies as unjust Congress’ 
allegation that the British Government proposals “seem 
to be based on delaying every advance and attempting 
to create a new prsblem and new complications.” The 
Daily Herald says: “The very fact that the Labour Goy- 
ernment so soon after taking office and while facing a 
tremendous welter of tasks and problems at home and 
aboard took this initiative is sufficient proof that it 
intends to reduce the delay to the minimum. Nor is 
there any justification for Congress’ complaint that the 
Wavell-Attlee broadcasts did not mention the independ- 
ence of India since, when India becomes a self-govern- 
ing member of the British Commonwealth, she will be 
free to secede if she wishes.”

IGENUITY IN WARTIME 

23 million tennis balls—the United Kingdom's war- 
time output--were used by British industry in a brilliant 
plan to defeat the German magnetic mine. Early in 
the war experts were asked to solve a major problem 
which was ‘threatening the success of Britain’s new 
mine-sweeping technique. This technique inyolved the 
use of mine-sweepers which towed behind them each 
about 500 yards of electric cable. Powerful electric cur- 
rent generated’ inside the ships, was to be passed 
through the cables into the sea, and thus explode all

Mountain dwellers have sometimes said that the 
ictures on the walls of their homes are superfluous 
ecause they have a magnificent alpine viev framed 
ithin every window.

mines in the area by the electric discharge. But the 
cables had to be made to float. This was the stumbling 
block which the scientists had to overcome. They soon 
hit upon a simple solution; it was to carry the electric 
wires on*a cable made of tennis balls, pressed and pack- 
ed tightly, one after the other to form one long self- 
buoyant cable. The plan was entirely successful. Since 
then United Kingdom manufacturers have used a total 
of 23 million tennis balls to make hundreds of buoyant 
sets, involving over one million yards of cable. 

A simple and highly effective method of locating 
damage to undersea pipe-lines have been invented by 
English scientists. The development came as a sequel 
to: “PLUTO”--the 20 oil pipelines in the English Channel 
constructed by British engineers for the supply of pet- 
rol to the Allied armies, These pipelines, although of 
strong construction, were nevertheless susceptible to 
damage from such objects as ships’ anchors. Towards 
the end of 1944 a number of lines had begun to leak or 
had suffered actual fractures, The precise location of 
the damage was not known and no method was avail- 
able for accurate detection, such as would enable driv- 
ers to be sent down to effect repairs. The problem, how- 
ever, was solved. A fluid known as “Fluorescein L.T.”, 
pumped through the damaged pipe, emerged on the sea 
surface and revealed the exact location of the fractures.

However, 
the policy adopted was short-sight- 
ed because the operators who were 
taking out the cordwood saw the 
crisis coming in January and Feb- 
ruary, 1942, The government or 
the department did not see it until 
June, 1943. 

“T should also like to say a few 
words. on housing, because it af- 
fects us too, To-day housing {5 
being handled by two departments 
of the government. I*think, one 
would bo sufficient. They have been 
fumbling the ball more or less back 
and forth between the two depart- 
ments, If they had one improved 
programme of housing they might 
go thrceugh for a touchdown, We 
do not need wartime housing. If 
they have private enterprise half 
the chances they gave wartime 
housing, private enterprise would 
build more houses and butld them 
better and more econgmically. We 
have no wartime housing in my 
riding, but houses are being built 
by private enterprise, by soldiers 
whe ars coming back from oyer- 
seas and by citizens, Those houses 
and that programme are being held 
up at the present time pecause of 
the freezing of materials for war- 
time housing. Wartime housing is 
not producing materials of con- 
struction; it is stealing them from 
the producers with the help of the 
government, and the net result is 
production of a number of houses 
at public expense in an unecon- 
omic way at the cost of the build- 
ing of a greater number of houses 


pense. Wartime housing is not 
making more labor available; it is 
only adding competition for the 
scarce supply existing. The per- 
formance of labour on government 
projects is proverbially less .effi- 
cient than on private: projects. ‘The 
net result of the intrusion of. War- 
time Housing Limited is to increase 
the cost of houses. It has been de- 
monstrated that in the temporary 
house field wartime housing can- 
not build as economically, as pri- 
vate enterprise. The government 
would be well advised to release 
some of these controls and let, our 
returning soldiers, and our citizens 
go ahead and build their houses.”

rehension regarding our ability to 
find markets while Burope les pros- 
trate and destitute. After the un- 
happy continent has experienced a 
few normal crops, Canadian agricul- 
ture may again be confronted with 
the difficult problem of coping with 
surpluses. 

In a well-planned economy at- 
tention should be focused on those 
products which have a special adap- 
tlon to Canadian conditions. Hogs 
rank high in the Ist of products 
that have a national significance. 
They form ap integral part of the 
production programme on 100,000 
Ontario farms, Western farmers 
who stil yetain unhappy memories 
of the early 1930's and the uncert- 
alnties associated with a one-crop 
system of farming are not Ukely to 
forsake hog production entirely in 
| the days to come, 
| Tr there ts any merit in the old 
| maxim ‘one goog turn deserves 
another,” Canada’s position in the 
Britisn bacon market should be se- 
cure, When the Baltic countries 
were invaded Canadian farmers met 
the challenge by producing hogs in 
sufficient numbers to compensate 
for a large portion oy the deficit so 
created. For this magnificent per- 
formance the people of Britain are 
eternally greatful Nevertheless they 
cannot be expected to continue pur- 
chasing large quantities of our pac- 
on unless it is as good as the pro- 
duct ayaflable elsewhere, Moreover, 
it must be shipped to that market 
in regular quantities ang not seas- 
onally as in the past. 

Canada lost the British market 
after the last war because her bac- 
on was inferior to that supplied by 
most competitors, Vast improvement, 
has been made in the last ten years 
but the average quality is Still lower 
than prewar Danish, Quality may 
be improved through the use of 
better breeding stock, feeding prop- 


' erly balanced rations and market- 


ing hogs at the most desirable 
weight. A number of Canadian far- 
mers are consistently marketing 
hogs grading over 10% A's, a8.a re- 
sult of strict observance of these 
principles, Others would do well to 
copy thelr methods 

Tr Canada loses the British mark- 
et a second time, continuity of sup~ 
ply will be a vital factor, Bacon 
shipments can be levellea out from 
month to month by proper organiz- 
ation of cold storage facilities, but 
that will not solve the fluctatons in 
production from year to year, For 
example, reduced hog marketings 
are now in prospect. largely because 
grajn can be sold at profitable pric- 
es, a situation that is likely to con- 
tinue until Europe's immediate 
needs are met, If hog producers re- 
duce their production because of 
this temporary condition they are 
simply paving a route over which 
other countries can enter the Brit- 
{sh market, Once that market ts lost 
Canada's only hope of régaining it 
Js by underselling her competitors, 
4 practice which sharply cuts the 
profit tn hog production in this 
country, Hogs must become a stable 
crop on those farms equipped to 
produce them, otherwise producers 
will find themselyes in the same 
Position as before the war, It 
should always be remembered shat 
our competitors will discipline them- 
selves severely In order to achleye 
thelr objective, Perhaps we should 
pursue a more steadfast course now, 
lest Indifference or fear of over- 
production cost us the market. 

Jn looking ovey the future it ap- 
pears obyious that hog production 
must occupy an important position 
on Canadian farms if farm incone 
is to be maintained at a high Jevel. 
Governments realize the necessity 
of Increased trade, hence will strive 
to obtain satisfactory markets 
through negotiations and trade a- 
greements, These markets can be 
held only when producers realize 
thelr vesponslbillty and act accord- 
Ingly. Stable production of a high 
quality products at a low cost will 
hel) secure Canada’s position, Be- 
cause the persistent efforts to re- 
gain markets on the part of our 
competitors Canadian producers 
may have to struggle along with a 
lower margin of profit, Any slacken- 
ing of effort on our part will prove 
advantageous to them. Reserver

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EDITORIAL 


TRULY A WAR LOAN 
(Contributed By War Finance Committee) 

Nowadays we are being jostled by problems of 
peace. Almost everything we read, all the utterances 
of public men, tends to emphasize the fact that the war 
is now history. 

Yet, the Ninth Victory Loan which will be opened to 
the public on October 22, is definitely a war loan. 

There exists no magic wand one can use to waft 
military forces from the scenes of battle to their normal 
home surroundings overnight. Unfortunately, long 
after the enemy cries surrender, the cost of war goes on. 
Tt is estimated, for example, that the country of Canada 
must raise a sum of about $25,000,000.00 during the 
present year to provide rdequate medical attention and 
hospitalization for the men who are coming back 
wounded and sick. Last year, members of the House of 
Commons were told that at that time $750,000,000.00 
would be needed to pay gratuities and take care of re- 
establishment credits to men returning from battle. 
One year having passed since then, the cost of that 
important undertaking has now reached about $900,- 
000,000.00. In addition to all that, the Canadian people 
must meet the cost of bringing the troops home, the 
maintenance of our forces of occupation in Germany. 
Pay of the men who are waiting demobilization goes on. 
Cheques to dependents keep going out until the soldier 
has his discharge paper. 

There are heavy domestic expenditures, made 
heavier by the unprecedented demands of this period 
of re-construction in the country, which are included 
in the total of the Ninth Victory Loan objective. But 
of this we can be sure. The major portion of the money 
which Canadians will provide for the purchase of bonds 
in October and November is needed to cover the cost of 
war. 


DECLINE GENERAL OF 
PRODUCTIVE LAND A 

There is no longer an abundance of good productive 
land to feed and clothe the peoples of the world, said 
Hugh H. Bennett, chief of the Soil Conservation Service 
of the U.S. Department of Agriculture, in a recent ad- 
dress, In fact, there was not a single acre to waste. 
Through the reports of 36 countries on soil conserva- 
tion, it was known that soil was scare throughout the 
world. There was barely enough to take care of the 
present populations if it were properly used but it was 
still not being used properly. 

In the United States alone, said Mr. Bennett, 230,- 
000,000 acres of soil (land exceeding six times the area 
of New York State) had been ruined by poor cultivation 
or allowed to be devastated by erosion. The United 
States had only 460,000,000 acres of good farm land that 
would be sufficient to feed and clothe the population, if 
the soil was conserved and if the population became 
stabilized. Stabilization did not seem likely in the near 
future. 

Industry and labour, as well as farmers, had a large 
stake in their country’s soil. Business men and indus- 
trialists to-day were rightly concerned about their na- 
tion’s productive soil and water resources. They realized 
as never before that these basic resources were linked 
directly to their country as a prosperous nation and the 
future of the world as a place for a growing civilization. 
Food played a large part in winning the war and it 
would play a large part in winning the peace. 


Dr. E. S. Archibald, Director, Experimental Farms 
Service, Dominion Department of Agriculture, has re- 
peatedly emphasized the damaging effects to farm 
lands in Canada from soil erosion, and the need for soil 
surveys and soil conseryation. The soil is still Canada’s 
greatest asset, he urges, and to assume that there are 
illimitable areas of fertile land in Canada is dangerous. 
Soil fertility, even in the most favoured sections of the 
country, is not being maintained to the extent neces- 
sary. Better farming practices are essential. 


GOD'S HONESTY

THEY DIDN’T HAVE TO DIE 

“They Didn’t Have to Die’. That is the name of a 
new film recently made for the Dominion Fire Preven- 
tion Association. It depicts the manner in which hun- 
dreds of Canadian citizens annually become needless 
victims of that great destroyer, Fire. 

No, they didn’t have to die in that manner but 
through carelessness and wanton neglect, the lives of 
307 men, women and children in this Canada of ours 
were snuffed out by fire in 1944. Records compiled by 
the Dominion Fire Commissioner show that 23 smail 
children lost their lives when left alone by their parents. 
Another 20 of the 118 children to die by fire last year 
were burned to death by fire originating in furnaces, 
stoves and heaters. A total of 76 people died as the re- 
sult of fires in flammable liquids such as gasolines, kero- 
sene, paint removers, etc. The largest loss of life occur- 
red in dwellings, 110 in rural dwellings and 114 in urban 
dwellings, 

When will this needless sacrifice stop? Only when 
neople become more careful in the handling of things 
that cause fires and when parents wake up to the fact 
that they have an unceasing responsibility to protect 
their defenceless little ones against the ravages of fire.

Robert Hibben ,who is Executive 
|Secretary of the International 
' Association of Ice Cream Manu- 
lfacturers, says that the ice cream 
industry can double its production 
in the next decade.

Hibben bases his prediction on 
several things. He says the qua- 
lity and variety or {ce cream are 
pound to go up.

This will enable housewives 
to properly store large amounts of 
ice cream and other frozen foods.

Grape Yield 
Likely Above 
' The Average 


LINDSAY, OCT. 5th. 

At least ono bright spot in the 
fruit yleld picture is found in the 
following crop report issued by the 
Bank of Montreal. According to it 
the grape yield throughout the 
Province of Ontario is likely to bé 
above the average. 

A wide variety of fall farm oper- 
ations are covered in the report 
below: 

Field operations generally have 
been retarded by heavy rains dur- 
ing the past two weeks. Germina- 
tion and growth of early-sown Fall 
wheat has been good. An increas- 
ed acreage of buckwheat continues 
to make satisfactory progress and 
harvesting has commenced in some 
areas. An average yield of sugar 
beets from a below-normal acreage 
seems assured. Late potatoes have 
suffered from rot and the yield will 
be below normal. Cutting of corn 
is under way, but the crop is spot- 
ty. Deliveries of field tomatoes to 
canning factories continue in steady 
volume, although some frost dam- 
age has occurred. The yield of 
grapes is expected to be better 
than average; harvesting will be 
about one week late due fo adverse 
weather. Returns for apples will 
be very light. Harvesting of to- 
bacco from a record acreage has 
been completed; the quality gen- 
erally was satisfactory, although 
the yield per acre was approxim=- 
ately 10% below that of a normal 
year. Pastures are in good condi- 
tion.

AMERICAN EXPERT PRAISES

The recent United Kingdom

United Kingdom war factories are 
to revert to peace production has 
refocussed world attention on Bri- 
tain’s great problem of resettle- 
ment for former war workers and 
ex-service people--and on the way 
she 1s coping with it. One US. 
expert who came to England to 
study United Kingdom methods 
has pald them a high tribute. She 
is Miss Margaret Hickey, Chairman 
of the Women's Advisory Commit- 
tee of the United States War Man- 
power Commission. Speaking in 
Manchester recently she said that 
Britain’s restttlement programme 
had greatly impressed her as she 
had observed it in London, Cam- 
bridge, Nottingham, Lancashire 
and elsewhere.

rénalin epinephrine, (c) breathing 
in 95 per cent oxygen, ((d) omit- 
ting certain foods, (e) avolding cer- 
tain substances in the air, similar 
to the treatment of hay fever. It

Aves to various foods, {ea- 
ers, furs, drugs and other sub- 
stances, Also research workers in 
asthma report that some cases are 
caused by nervousness and emo- 
tional disturbances, the patient be- 
coming free of attacks once he has 
adjusted himself to these emo- 
tonal disturbances. 
A routine treatment for asthma 
outlined In a South African Médi- 
cal Journal by Dr. A, J, Moskow 
{s as follows: ‘ 
Five minims of adrenalin (epine- 
phrine) 1 to 1000 solution 1s inject- 
ed under the skin at onset of at- 
tack and 2 minim doses are given 
af end of %, 1, 2, 4, and @ hours 
ir order to prevent return of symp- 
toms. This is different from usual 
treatment which 1s to 10 to 15 min- 
ims injected at beginning of at- 
tack. 
A tablet of ephedrine (not epine- 
phrine) hydro-chloride is given 
every 6 hours by mouth for four 
doses (%4 to % grain) 
Cold air irritates asthma, there- 
fore warm air {s necessary, Strong 
black coffee in the morning ts a 
good stimulant. Massaging the 
back is often comforting; heat 
from an infra-red lamp, diathermy 
o- ordinary hot pad to the back 
occasionally stops an attack. 
In patients who are not sensitive 
to aspirin (acetyl salicyclic acid) 
10 to 15 grains often is of great 
aid in relieving an attack © 


PROMPT FULL FEEDING IN 
BLEEDING OF ULCER OF 

STOMACH AND INTESTINE 

For many years the treatment 
for hemorrhage or bleeding from 
ulcer of stomach or small intes- 
tine was bed rest, starvation, and 
morphine. The bed rest was con- 
sidered necessary to help control 
the bleeding, starvation to prevent 
dislédgment of the clot which was 
closing the ulcer to preyent further 
bleeding, and morphine to over- 
come the restlessness of the pa- 
tient. What were the results of 
this treatment of a bleeding 
stomach or intestinal ulcer (peptic 
ulcer)? The death rate ran from 
about 10 to 25 per cent, the ma- 
jority being in the higher figures. 
Somé months ago I quoted the 
above by Dr. C. J. Tidmarch, Mon- 
treal, in the Canadian Medical 
Association Journal. 

As the above results were dis- 
couraging. surgery came into use 
but the results were no better. Then 
came the method of prompt feed- 
ing of the patient instead of star- 
ying him, with a death rate of less 
than 2 per cent in a serieS of 109 
cases reported by Dr. E. Meulen- 
gracht in Archives of Medicine 
(Scandinavia). These patients, 
immediately bleeding was noticed 
were given “a full well-balanced 
diet, six meals per day, consisting 
of milk, cereals, strained veget- 
ables, bread, stewed fruits, tea and 
cocoa.” Alkalis and iron were also 
given. Dr. Meulengracht pre- 
scribed this full diet because he 
had observed that patients often 
died of general exhaustion after 
hemorrhage, that the bleeding in 
some cases stopped when food was 
given, that patients about on their 
feet frequently recovered with no 
change in diet. He contended that 
jstarvation was harmful when thé 
patient needed support and that 
starvation prevented ulcer healing 
because of small amount of food 
eaten, lack of Vitamins, and the 
action of acid in the empty stom- 
ach, Further, the patients were 
not so anxious but calm and com- 
fortable. sf 
D:. Tidmarsh reports excellent: 
results obtained by other research 
workers by the use of prompt feed- 
ing in these cases of bleédingg ul- 
cer showing that this method dur- 
ing the past ten years has passed 
the experimental stage and that if 
patients are to obtain the best 
chanoe for survival this method 
must be followed to the letter. 

As we think of the number of 
deaths from the former starvation 
m thod in bleeding ulcer, and 
| compare it with the results obtain- 
ed by prompt full feeding, the 
proper treatment of this dangerous 
condition seems now well establish- 
ed.

One of the discouraging ailments 
is atrophic rhinits--dry catarrh-- 
as the odor is beyond description.

CARNAUBA PALM 
A VALUABLE WAX 
From the-semi-arid northeastern area of Brazil comes 
the world’s entire supply of the world’s most valuable wax, 
the product of the Carnauba palm tree. The uses of Carn- 
auba'wax are many, It goes into picrie acid for gunpowder 
linstick, sealing material for dry-cell batteries, and is used 
in. the manufacture of floor, shoe and furniture polishes, 
gramophone records, sound film, electric insulators, soap, 
candles, lubricating ofl and carbon paper, The wax is also 
used for water-proofing paper, cardboard, textiles: and 
industrial machinery, and in the manufacture of various 
salves and ointments,, artificial fruit, plasters, matches, 
cable ‘coverings, paints, and varnishes. A coating of the 
Wax enables aeroplanes to increase their speed. Because 
carnauba was has three times the viscosity of beeswax, 

,céresin, and paraffin. 

. The value of the carnauba palm, however, is not limited 
to wax. The trunk provides rural housing materials, furn- 
iture, pilings, fences, bridges, and fuel for industrial use. 

The bark is used for home fuel. From the leaves are made 
baskets, thatch roofs, hats, ropes. mats, and other woven 
«products. The sap provides a wholesome tapioca, and a 
fermented drink. Young shoots are used as the palmito 
cabbage, and the heart of the young palm makes a starch, 
‘to manioc (cassava) flour. From the pitch comes a coffee- 
like drink. Stalks and other residue provide cattle fodder. 

The wax comes from the serried, fan-like leaves, radiat- 
ing from the crown of the tree. Giving ihe appearance of a 
-coating of dust, the wax forms during the dry season, pre- 
:yenting excessive evaporation from the tree. Drought in- 
creases the yield of wax, but severe drought over a period 
of years may kill the tree. Young trees begin to produce 
Wax after eight or ten years. 


EFFICIENCY IN UNITED KINGDOM COALFIELDS 

| Public attentinon has been focussed for some time on 
the United Kingdom coal industry and the part it must 
play’ in restoring world prosperity. At home its output is 
needed to restart and maintain factories on the largescale 
production of goods everywhere in short supply. Huge 
stocks must also be shipped overseas, not only because 
coal is one of the most important United Kingdom exports, 
but because it is vitally needed by the liberated countries 
of Europe, both for industrial and domestic needs. 

To ensure that United Kingdom mines will make the 

maximum contribution, government and colliery owners 

have been studying the means of stepping up efficiency 
and increasing output. Surveys and reports haye naturally 
dwelt chiefly on the shortcomings in the industry and this 
has misled many into believing that United Kingdom coal- 
mining is, as‘a whole, inefficient, obsolescent and for be- 
hind the coalmining industries of other countries—in 
Particular, unformed critics have contrasted British and 

American mining methods—as will be shown, a fallacious 

comparison—mostly to the detriment of the former. 

The Handicap Of Adverse Natural Conditions : 
* It has been asked, for example, “why cannot British 
mines show the same level of output as American?” One 
reason is that in Britain the United Kingdom industry is 
far. older. Thus, whereas the relatively new American 
‘mines are shallow. British mines are deep—in the United 
‘States two hundred and eighty yards is considered deep; 
in Britain a six hundred yards depth is common. Again, 
extensive working has led to extensions many miles under 
‘the earth. (A Government-appointed committee recently 
proposed the extension of Cumberland coalmines to at 
deast fifteen miles seawards). Depth gives British mining 
engineers one-of their most serious problems—that of 
roof control. The greater the depth and hence the greater 
the mess of earth overhead; the greater is the artificial 
Support necessary to hold up the roof. Powerful props 
shave to be set at intervals of a very few feet on the coal- 
face practically everywhere in the United Kingdom. 

: Furthermore, the roof is an expensive item in tbe con- 
struction and maintenance of the miles of tunnels 
connecting the coalface with the pit bottom. «American 
Mines officials have sfated that conditions prevailing 
Britain would, in the U.S., be regarded as an uneconomical 
Proposition. In Britain, coping with these conditions 
is part of the colliery Inanager’s daily routine). 


FIRE PREVENTION WEBK FOREVER 

_ All across Canada this week Canadians are observ 
Fire Prevention Week as decre 
Commissioner in Ottawa. This is a good thing but one 

week is not enough to be “fire conscious” so as to speak. 

The threat to human and animal life by fire is ever present 

and by the same token fire prevention week should be not. 

this week or next, but every hour of every day of every 

week in our lives. y 

The Fire Commissioner’s office has released some very 
helpful suggestions which, if properly adhered to, could 
materially lessen the loss to life and property through 
fire materially. 

Some of these are presented below, study them, think 
about them andapply them as you go about your daily 
tasks and be a volunteer in the war against ‘Fire’. 

HOW TO PREVENT FIRES 
i It is an easy matter to prevent fires in our homes or 
‘places. of business simply by being careful and using 
jcommon. sense. The following suggestions can be used as 
ja guide in this matter. 

2, Put lighted matches and smokes out before you throw 
them away. Keep matches where small children cannot’ 
reach them: and don't let your children play with matches, 
Never smoke in clothes closets, in the attic, in bed, or 
other hazardous places. 

3. Remoye rubbish, waste papers and all unnecessary 
combustible naterials from attic and basement. Provide 
metal ‘ash and garbage cans. Burn rubbish only ‘in a 
properly constructed brick or metal incinerator. Watch 
fire and have a‘pail of water handy. 

4, Rxamine your stove, furnace and smoke-pipes to 
make sure they are safe and well away from woodwork 
or other burnable materials, Have needed repairs made at 
once. Replace worn out smoke-pipes. 

5Escape the danger of flammable liquid fires and ex- 
plosions by keeping no gasoline in the house. Do dry clean- | 
ing ‘with ‘safe liquids or send the work to the cleaners. 
Never start fires with kerosene. 

6.Teach everyone in the family to be careful of fire, to 
watcly stoves, fireplaces, electric irons and all other 
possible fire causes. q 

7. Inquire of your fire chief, when buying a fire exting- 
ulsher, to be sure of getting the right kind. Don’t hesitate 
to ask your firemen whenever you have questions on Fire 
Prevention. 

’8. Explain to everyone in the house what to do in case of 
fire, how to put out fire in clothing by wrapping in a rug or 
blanket, what to do when grease catches fire in the kitch- 
en by smothering the fire with a metal lid.

Ontario Pasture Committee who could manage to get 
away visited a number of representative demonstration 
pasture plots in York, Simcoe, Dufferin, Grey, Huron and 
Waterloo counties. The weather was far from satisfactory 
but the enthusiam of the committee members more than 
compensated for the inclement weather and the trip was 
completed as planned. 

Demonstration pastures that had been established in 
the spring of 1944 and in the spring of 1945 were inspect- 
ed. These areas were apart of the general scheme to 
demonstrate that better and more profitable pastures 
could be established in all sections of Ontario. 

The general condition of the special pastures was very 
gratifying, and proyed that it is possible to make much 
more money from our pasture areas than is usually done. 
One farm was visited where a badly eroded, rather steep 
hillside had been transformed into a profitable pasture by 
careful seeding with a suitable mixture of grasses and 
clovers. On the same farm, the area seeded with the stand- 
ard demonstration mixture was giving an amount and 
quality of nutritious pasture unheard previously. 

An unexpected source of profit from the use of the im- 
proved pasture mixture was revealed by still another 
grower. In this instance, so much pasture was available 
from the improyed pasture area that the second growth 
from a red clover field was not needed for the usual past- 
ure purpose, and an excellent crop of seed was secured. 
This proyided a welcome addition to the farm revenue.

The average Canadian housewife may not know 
much about Dumbarton Oaks, but she does know how to 
“implement” international goodwill. She is meeting 
the test now, during the current drive of the National 
Clothing Collection, a drive in which every person is 
asked to contribute as much serviceable used clothing 
he or she can spare without replacement to meet the 
desperate need of war victims everywhere, 
Unquestionably, this is a war relief work that is 
best understood and best accomplished by women. Who, 
better than a woman, can sense the plight of that 
mother in France who with but one shirt to share 
among a family of seven, never thought herself to wear 
it. Who, better than a woman, can feel the tragedy of 
the adolescent girl in Athens, torn by hunger, yet too 
shy to appear on breadlines, because her tattered dress 
couid not sufficiently cover her. Only a woman can 
adequately visualize the clothing and bedding needs of 
entire families, from infants to the aged, who have en- 
dured frightful bombed-out existences for upwards of 
six years. 

Though the needs are staggering, there seems no 
doubt that the housewives of Canada will meet the 
challenge. Girl scouts, civic labor, religious and charit- 
able organizations and all the war relief associations 
have united in this clothing collection drive, for the 
benefit of the 44 United Nations, under the national 
chairmanship of William M, Birks. That Mr. Birks has 
consented to lead the drive points up the importance of 
this work in forceful terms. Each of us can help make 
his task easier by turning in our bundles early; by urg- 
ing our neighbors to do the same. Above all, let's choose 
clothing for each bundle, that will truly give warmth

Protection Against Heart Disease 
During Tooth Extraction 

It 1s now so common to see a case 
of sore throat or tonsillitis be fol- 
lowed in a few weeks by an attack 
of rheumatic fever or rheumatism 
of some kind, which may be compli- 
cated by endorcarditis--inflamma~ 
ton of the ning of the heart-that 
most of us may think that the or- 
ganisms from a sore throat cause all 
case of endocarditis. That many 
cases of endocardiltis are caused by 
organisms from disease of other 
parts of the body has been known 
for years but little is said about it 
because most cases do follow a sore 
throat. Thus it has been known that 
the organisms of infection of teeth 
and gums are absorbed into the 
blood and carried to the lining of 
the heart thus setting up endocar- 
ditis with leakage of valves. Be- 
cause infected teeth while being ex- 
tracted must be moved in various 
directions to make tooth come out 
more rapidly considerable damage is 
done to surrounding tissues even by 
the most careful and skillful remov- 
al. This means that the organisms 
in tissues surrounding the tooth 
easily enter the broken blood ves- 
sels, are absorbed into the blood and 
carried to all parts of the body- 
heart, joints and others. This ex- 
plains why our dentist at times 
takes out only one infected tooth 
instead of a number. 


In the Journal of the American 
Dental Association Drs. I. B. Ben- 
der and Robert S. Pressman, Phila- 
delphia, make some valuable sug- 
gestions regarding the harmful’ or- 
ganisms Jet loose in the blood dur- 
ing extraction of teeth. 

1--Physicians should warn pat- 
jents known to have rheumatic di- 
sease about the complications which 
may follow tooth extraction, Den- 
tists should ask the patients ques- 
tions regarding rheumatism or

2--A general ‘anaesthetic should 
be avoided if there is any history 
of rheumatism. A local anaesthetic 
should be used. 

3--Only orie tooth is to be remov- 
ed at one’ time with the least ‘rock- 
ing” possible in’ these rheumatic 
cases. ; 

4--Sulfonomide in some form 
should be given twenty-four hours 
before extraction and for twenty-

Laval Shot At 


(BUP) -- Plerre 
Laval, France's most hated traitor, 


-Paris, Oot. 16, 


died before a firing squad this 
morning in spite of his efforts lo 
cheat it. 

The swarthy one-time butcher 
boy who sold his country out to the 
Nazis and kept his people in chains 
for four years, was executed at the 
Fresnes jail at 6:33 a.m. Eastern 
Standard Time. 

Laval had made a last-minute 
effort to escape formal execution 
by swallowing a vial of poison. 

He whipped the yilal from a 
hiding place In his clothing, just as 
officials entered his cell to inform 
him the time had come for him to 
Ale. 

He was lying on his cot at the 
time. When the officials entered, 
he pulted the covers over his head 
and drank tho vial. 

That was at 3:35 o'clock this 
morning, Eastern Standard Time-- 
just 25 minutes before he was to 
have been taken before the firing 
squad. 

The officials rushed to the bed- 
side, but it was too late to stop 
Layal from swallowing the poison. 

Doctors were summoned hastily and 
a stomach pump was used to drain 
the polson from his stomach before 
it could take fatal effect, 

He was pulled out of danger at 
about 6 A.M. 

Later, doctors who had treated 
him, ‘said Laval took a compara- 
tively weak dose of poison, They

expected to commit suicide with

Layal orginally was scheduled to 
be executed by a 12-man firing 
squad in the courtyard of Fort 
Chatillon (Shah-tee-ohn) about a 
mile from the Fresnes Jail, and on 
the sotithern outskirts of Paris, 

The firing squad had already ar- 
rived at the fort and were waiting, 
when word came that Laval had 
made the suicide attempt. 

Then, shortly before 5 o'clock 
this morning -- when Laval was 
being brought out of danger, the 
officials changed their plans. 

Cars were sent to Fort Chatillon 
to pick up the firing squad, and, 
together with the hearse that was 
waltmg for JLavyal's body, they 
drove to the Fresnes jail. 

The execution took place an hour 
and a half after the firing squad 
arrived, —~ 

There were no witnesses to the 
execution other than the officials 
involved, They included Laval'’s 
defense lawyer, Albert Naud (Nohd) 
and the prosecutor, Andre Mornet 
(Ahn-dray Mor-nay), os well as 
the president of the High Court of 
Justice which conylcted Laval of 
treason and sentenced him to 
death, 

Up to the moment he took the 
vial of poison, Laval had given no 
}sign that he was contemplating 
suicide,

ONTARIO'S FUTURE IN CHEESE 


By: W, H_, Sproule, Professor of 
Dairying, Ontario Agricultural 
College. Guelph, Ont. 


(NOTE—This {s_ the 
series of comments by 
authorities, written expressly 
the’ Weekly Press of Ontarlo) 

Last year, Ontario's cheese out- 
put was over 178 million pounds, an 
increase of 49% over the five year 
average prior to the war. During 
the same period 131 million pounds 
were exported to the United King= 
dom, It is largely because of its 
position in the export market that 
chéese commands so much attent- 
jon in Canadian Agricultural policy. 

In’ periods of favorable prices for 
checse and other farm products It 
is well to give’ careful study sand 
consideratib, to the future It is 
beyond our reach to accurately an- 
tielpate what the post-war perlod 
may bring. We know that prices 
which we now enjoy are induced by 
war demands. It is therefore quite 
natura] to expect that when the 
war is over and normal demands 
are resumed many of the price ad- 
vantages we now enjoy will. of ne- 
cessity, adjust themselves to lower 
levels It was generally recognized, 
while negotiations regarding the 
cheese contracts were under way 
between the British Ministry of 
Food and the representatives oy the 
Canadian Government, that while 
twenty-cent cheese was possible 
during the war it could scarcely be 
considered as a post war price, How 
ever. it is not’ necessary that the 
future be viewed with alarm but 
rather from the standpoint of ex- 
Ploring possible trends and chall- 
enges.

The impact of war is

these conditions, — the aftermath 
of war — may be expected to be 
different from those which prevailed 
in prewar times or during the per- 
jod of the war itself. In order that 
cheése producer may succesfully 
meet the demands and uncertain- 
ties of the post-war period, a policy 
of conservation of financial resour- 
ces riow, when farm income is at a 
high level; would seem to provide the 
best assurance for the future adjust- 
ment period. The temptation to 
spend in’ keepinc with increased 
jorrilng power in the purchase of 
non-essentials should be avoided 
as far as possible Funds thus pre- 
ryed will be available later for 

both farm and cheese factory equip- 
ment which is likely to undergo con- 
siderable improvement in design, 
wearing quality and cost. Reserves 
of savings accumulated through 
the purchase of victory Bonds and 
bank savings Will enable dalrymen 
not only to withstand loss of mar- 
kets: or decline in prices. 
such oceur, but also to make pos- 
elble carrying through such post- 
war plans as may be deomed neces- 
sary in the best interests of the in- 
dustry: 

Let us recall that for the past 
five years of war the cheese indus- 
try has enjoyed a noncompetitive 
market for all surplus cheese sup- 
plies, With the termination of war 
and the resumption of normal in- 
ternational trade, competition in 
markets is certaln and with it qual- 
ity will become the deciding factor. 
‘To assure the quality of cheese, high 
quality in milk supplies will be nec- 
essary, This involves the possible 
improvement and modification of 
many stables in which milk {s pro- 
duced and also, the acquisition of 
modern milk-cooling facilities on 
many farms Undoubtedly the fun- 
damental cause of much of our 
second-grade and mediocre cheese 
js traceable to interlor milk supplies. 
It will be better in the . future to 
provide the facilities and equipment 
necessary to assure high quality of 
produce even at the expens of 
quantity These improvements 
should not be attempted now be- 
cause of shortage oy labour ‘and ma- 
terials The future need ot these 
improvements {sone of the essen- 
{ial redsons {for conserving finances 
at the present tinie, 

Among other considerations to 
which the’ cheese milk ‘producer 
should give study immed{ately is 
the cost of producing milk from his 
own herd; Not: only will the indus- 
try be confronted with competition 
in-cheese andquality, but price and 
cost of*production also will be a 
vital factor in his future. One of 
the most important ways to reduce 
the cost of milk production will be 
to improve the average production 
per cow, There ls no doubt that 

among: olly cheese-producing herds 
0, Ontario may be found many in- 
dividual cows and even herds which, 
at probable post-war prices for 
milk, would pay their maintenance, 
not to mention profits to thelr own- 
er, To establish these herds upon a 
paying basis at lower price levels

FIRE IN 3 


36 Men, 3 women and 3 children, 
@ total of 42 souls, were fatally 
injured in fires throughout the 


Province of Ontario during the 
three-month period ending Sep- 
tember, 1945. In addition to this | 


83 men, 84 women and 12 children | 
were seriously injured during the 
same period of time by fire. 

The above facts are contained in 
the opening paragraph of the Re- 
port for July, August and Septem- | 
ber issued by the Ontario Fire | 
Marshall. 

The report also reveals that the 
number of fires for the same per- 
iod of 1944 was higher than this | 
year, but losses were nearly a mil- | 
lion dollars higher in the third | 
quarter of 1945 than they were in | 
the corresponding quarter of 1944. 

Fires in the Province during this | 
period this year caused losses total- 
ling $793,318 as against $2,760,822 
in 1944. 

In the classification of causes of | 
fires covering losses recorded in 
this report it is interesting to note 
that there were a total of 526 fires 
occurring in the three-month per- 
jod the cause of which was un- 
known. It is also significant that | 
these fires of unknown origin con- ! 
stituted the greatest losses. Losses | 
totalling $1,337,167 were involved 
in the 526 fires which, compared 
With losses in fires of known origin, 
makes them look like small change.

PENICILLIN PREVENTS 
TIASTOID COMPLICATIONS 
During the flu epidemic of 1918- 
number of patients in our 
military base hospital developed 
inflammation of the ear 
(olitis media) and in some of these 
the infection entered the mastoid 
bone--the lump behind the ear. 
Mastoiditis is a painful and dan- 
@2rous disease. The treatment in 
most cases requires an operation 
in which the surgeon makes an 
opening to drain out the pus, by 
means of a hammer and chisel. 
During the epidemic the surgeon 
was operating at least once a day, 
and.in one case he had to operate 
on both ears of the patient. After 
operation the treatment required 
daily dressings with yards of 
gauze, to be removed at least once 
or twice daily. This was before 
the days of the sulfa drugs and 
penicillin.

The consumer of meats, on the 
other hand, expects to be able to 
purchase, regularly, the class and 
grade of meat products he prefers. 

The industry accepted these respon- 

sibilities of discharging these obli- 

gations and over a long period of 
years deserve credit for the manner 
in which they have been carried 
out. 

Added responsibilities were im- 
posed upo, the meat packing indus- 
try during the war years which was 
kept from the public. These opera- 
tions were far above the peace-time 
obligations. Although the war Is 
now over these extraordinary de- 
mands must stil be met. 

Wartime regulations having been 
lifted we are now permitted to see 

a little of what the meat-packing 

industry had to go through. 

In Canada, as in other countries 
engaged in the export of meats and 
meat products, the slaughter of 
livestock and the processing and 
shipping of the products must be 
done under Government inspection 
before it is acceptable for export. All 
meat exported trom Canada is, 
therefore, from plants approved by 

and operating under and in conjunc- 
tion with the Dominion Meat and 

Canned Foods Act and its regula- 

tions. The Inspection Service also 

administers the regulations of the 

Food ond Drugs Act as they apply. 

to meat products. Inter-provincial 

traffic in meats and meat products 
must aiso be done by inspected 
plznts. In the field of domestic dis- 
tribution within a province, Domin-; 
ion inspection is not required but 
forms of local health inspection are 
frequently enforce in city areas and 
larger towns. 

In the distribution of domestic 
meat supplies certain definite re- 
sponsibilitles have fallen on the 
larger inspected packers. The smal- 
ler local operator, or the mantfac- 
turer of meat specialities, is at lib- 
erty to supply as much or as little 
of the domestic demand as he can 
handle. When seasonal abnormal 
shipments of livestock appear at 
markets, it is the larger plants that 
are expected to step up operations 
at any cost, to handle the situation ; 
promptly. Likewise when shortages 
of meat supplies ocenr in an ijndus- 
trial or deficient Uvertock produc- 
ing area, It fs the responsibility of 
the. inspected operator to move 
meats from surplus areas to meet 
the scarcity. 

The section of the industry that 
is 50, equipped and organized to 
meet special demands has been and 
still is called on to provide the sup- 
plies required for certain definite 
purposes Let us take a look at these. 
A review of them {s interesting. 

Supplies to Domestic Users 

In supplying domestic users there 
are three definite divisions. 

The first division, industrial cen- 
ters—The norma] demand for meats 
in the larger centers of population 
was greatly increased by the influx 
of thousands of workers into war 
industries, This shifting of popu- 
lation not only necesitated a change 
in distribution but stepped up the 
over all demand, since the majority 
of these people came from areas 
where thelr supplies were local and 
frequently home produced. 

Secondly, the deficit areas—many | 
areas do not produce sufficient live- 

stock to meet their needs, The trans- 
fer of products to these areas fre- 
quently necessitates shipment ac- 
toss country. For example, {rom Ed- 
monton to the Maritimes. 

Thirdly, the Mining, lumbering 
and fishing camps, The areas where 
these camps are located depend up- 
on outside supplies of meat. Activi- 
ties in these fields heavily increased 
their dematds. 

Supplies to riority Users 

Under the heading of supplying 
Priority users we can look at seven. 
subdivisions, Headed the army with 
top priority. The requirements for 
feeding the personnel stationed at 
training camps across the country 
were considerable. Supplies were 
provided promptly often creating a

the plant required to deliver, 
Secondly, the Canadian navy— 
ships for this rapidly expanded arm 
of the services were provisioned in 
Canadian ports for each round trip. 
Since ships’ movements were cloaked 
{yn secrecy, bank stocks had to be 
maintained to fill thelr demands. 
In third position we find ships’ 
Supplies—ships of the Merchant 
Marine and Troopships calling at 
Canadian ports were and continue 
to be fully stocked to take care of 
requirements. 
Fourth were railway diners, sup- 
plies for feeding troops en route 
across Canada were provided to 
commissary points of both rail lines 
The British Admiralty in fifth 
place expected to receive provisions 
for British navy ships calling at 
both East and West Coast ports and 
had to be supplied. 
Sixth, the prisoner of war Camps 
located in isolated areas were whooly 
dependent upon outside supplies. 
Seventh comes Newfoundland, 
West Indies, Etc.—Canada’s aggre- 
ments to fill certain allocations of 
supplies of meat for these countries 
have been met by shipments from 
inspected plants_ 
Export Contract Supplies 
The export contract supplies have 
coMe undey a great deal of discus- 
sion from all angles. The following 
figures will be enlightning. 
From the beginning of 1940 to date 
the export of Canadian bacon to 
the Uniteq Kingdom has been 
slightly over three billion pounds. 
The present contract calls for all 
the bacon Canada can supply to the 
end of 1946 with a definite commit- 
ment of 900,000,000, lbs, for 1945 
and 1946. 
Beef contracts fresh and frozen 
supplies in carcass and boneless 
form, were made in the latter war 
years. Up to date, over 200,000,000 
Ib. of beef have been exported, re- 
presenting the equivalent of, approx- 
imately, 500,000 head of live cattle. 
The United Kingdom has agreed to 
take all Canada’s surplus to the end 
of 1946. 
To the end of 1944 the Meat 
Board handled nearly 60,000,000 Ib. 
of canned meats for export and mu- 
tual aid. In addition large supplies 
of canned meat produces for UNR- 
RA are needed and a continuation 
of canned meat exports at maximum 
levels is desired. 
Under the heading of miscellan- 
eous meat exports we find that the 
Meat Board purchased 50,000,000 Ib, 
of pork livers, kidneys and tongues 
and over 30,000,000 Ib of lard to fill 
various contracts, up to the end of 
1944. 
The total export in 1944 of beef, 
bacon, pork mutton and lamb, fan- 
cy meats, canned meats and Jard 
Was over 900,000,000 Ib. all of which 
was handled by inspected plants.

proval, The Hydro has developed a 
five year Rural Electrification plan 
then will greatly help these handi- 
capped farmers. 


The following facts and figures 
taken from the Hydro-News, official 
organ of the Hydro-Electric Power’ 
Commission of Ontario will help to 
answer a great many questions 
which the local farmers haye on the 
tips of their tongues. Service to new 
consumers has been necessarily slow 
owing to labour and material shor- 
tages. Government regulations have 
slowed the transferring of materials 
But with the lifting of priority re- 
strictions the Commission will be 
able, within the next few years to 

} meet all the demands on it. 

There are still districts in the Pro- 
vince of Ontario where farming is 
carried on under definite handi- 
caps. Before going out to the fields 
in the morning and on his return at 
night, many farmers have to per- 
form important chores by sheer 
physical labour in the restricted 
light of an ofl lamp or in the glim- 
mer of a stable lantern. 

Reports on the five year plan for 
rural electrification 1, Ontario her- 
ald better days for these handicapp- 
ed farmers, As soon as wartime pri- 
ority restrictions on material have 
been lifted and labour and other 
conditions permit, the Hydro-Elec- 
tric Power Commission of Ontario 
will launch its plan for more exten- 
sive rural development. 

Previous Development. 

Of, course, rural electrification in 
this progressive province is now new 
thing. It got off to a really good 
start with the assistance of provin- 
cial legislative enacted in 1920 and 
1921. Under what was known as the 
“Rural Power District Scheme,” the 
province was divided into districts 
of about one hundred square miles 
each Every district was operated 
as a unit by the H-EP.C, and rates 
were adjusted from time to time on 
an “at cost” basis, Rates to the far- 
mers were made upon the basis of 
a fixed service charge, plus a var- 
fable charge for the amount of ener- 
gy in kilowatt hours used. The in- 
dividual consumer's load or demand 
for power, and the size of his farm 
> determined what was known as the 
“class rating,” and this in turn de- 
termined his service charge. When 
the rural power districts were first 
set up, the monthly service charge 
for the ayerage farm was $6.20 net 
per month 

By the end of 1926, 2,000 miles of 
rural line had been constructed, Be- 
tween 1826 and 1931 the march of 
rural Hydro was rapid 8,000 miles 
of distribution Ine having been 
fpuilt in that perlod alone. Then 
came the “Great Depression,” and 
development was retarded by the 
equivalent of three years, considered 
in terms of normal construction. In 
the period before the war ara on 
into the first two years of histilities, 
the rate of rural development was 
again accelerated. In 1942, however, 
wartime restrictions on the use of 
electricity were imposed and further 
progress apart from the building of 
some necessary distribution line for 
which government concessions were 
granted, was held up.

available to 61,486 farms, This rep- 
resents about 55 per-cent of possible 
consumers in the agricultural cate- 
gory Tho extension of rural ines 
has been accompanied by contin- 
uous reduction in rates, In January 
of last year, with the amalgamation 
of all Rural Power Districts into one 
Provincial Rural Power System, the 
farm service charge was abolished, 
and new uniform rates for all clas~ 
ses of rural consumers were intro- 
duced. 
The Five-Year Plan. 

The five-year plan is designed to 
pick up the threads and carry on 
with further rural development ac- 
cording to a well considered scheme 
to bring the many benefits of Hydro 
to as many farmers and rural con- 
sumers as possible. It is estimated 
that during these five years of 
systematic construction, 7,329 miles 
of new mural distribution line will 
be built, bringing Hydro service te 
approximately 58,000 new rural con- 
sumers, of whom 32,000 will be far- 
mers—a greater proportion than in 
any previous development in the 
rural field over a similar period of 
time. 

Plans formulated by the Commis- 
gion show how the construction 
work will be spread out over each 
year of the five-year period, and al- 
so the approximate number of farms 
that will receive Hydro service each 
year. At the end of the construction 
period it is estimated that 85 per- 
cent of the total rural population 
and about 63 per cent of the far- 
mers in Ontario will enjoy the ad- 
vantages of electricity. 

Material Required. 

In carrying out this plan, it is es- 
timated that 220,000 poles will be 
required If previous practice is ad- 
hered to these will be of pine or 
cedar. To meet the exacting requir- 
ments of line construction they 
must be fashioned of sound and ma- 
ture wood. Good timber stands arc 
being sought continally and, on 
many occassions, the Commission 
has found it necessary to go as far 
east as New Brunswick and as far 
West as British Columbia for the 
right kind of timber. The poles used 
by Hydro have to be protected 
against the weather and the attacks 
of parasites. Cedar weathers very 
well, and the poles are usually given 
just butt treatment as they are 
placed in the ground. In the case of 
pine, a creosote impregnation treat- 
ment under pressure is applied to 
the whole pole. 


In addition to these vast quan- 
titles of poles and thousands of 
miles of copper wire, the five year 
plan will call for 36,601 new tra~ 
formers, 57,904 new meters and 
similar quantity of breakers. 

Employment of labour 

The five-year plan initlated 
the Commission will result in a very 
considerable emploment of labour 
spread over a wide range of tasks, 
These will involve full-time work 
and part-time work both directly 
and indirectly associated with the 
carrying out of the plan Apart from 
actual construction, there will be 
re-wiring, the manufacture, distri- 
butlo, and installation of electrical 
appliances and farm equipment, and 
many other auxisliary jobs, 

The total work entailed within 
the full range of the plan’s objec- 
tives 1s estimated at 26,231 man- 
years for each year of the develop- 
ment, 

The actual number of people ben- 
efiting by employment through the 
programme, especially when families 
and dependents are considered, will 
be much greater than the figures

THE ONTARIO POULTRY 
OUTLOOK 


By: Dr. W. R. Graham, Burlington, 
Ontario. 


(NOTE-- This is the sixth in a ser- 
jes of comments by well-known 
authorities, written expressly for 
the Weckly Press of Ontario) 


Very few of us have been able 
to fully realize the demand for food 
and partioularly the necd for meat. 
Canada has been an exporting 
country of foods in general and of 
meat and meat substitutes !n par- 
ticular. We haye not been able 
to understand easily that there 
could be a shortage, It 1s known 
to all that poultry, meat and eggs 
will be in demand at celling prices 
for the best quality. The problem 
will be to meet the requirements 
of the Board as to amounts. 


There is considerable temptation 
to increase the poultry flock when 
prices are attractive and the de- 
mand is good. Where hens are 
overcrowded as to space, etc, nel- 
ther rate of growth, quality of the 
meat nor egg production are at 
their best; and in many cases 
there is an actual dollar loss in the 
undertaking, Therefore let us re- 
member that there is a market for 
quality goods and that we must 
keep quality uppermost rather than 
volume--particularly if increased 
volume might result in slower 
growth, more disease and less pro- 


Time can be used to adyan- 
tage today in so many ways that it 
js wise for us to plan carefully and 
work to the plan, 


fit. 


A few weeks ago the writer, with 
some other Ontarlo poultry produ- 
cers, (ook a trip through Eastern 
Penn State and the Delaware and 
Maryland country, where there is 
very large endeayour to produce 
poultry meat in volume, Roughly 
5,000 chicks are a minimum day's 
work, One ts expected to raise 
these birds so they will weight 314 
to 4 lbs. each in a matter of about 
13 weeks, This looks like a real 
method of getting poultry meat in 
quantity, very quickly. The entire 
lot {s sold at one time--good, bad 
and indifferent--then there 1s @ 
clean-up perfod of about three 
weeks and another lot is put in, or 
three lots per year. This plan has 
been under way for some years, but 
fust now it {s increasing in a large 
way. : 


One of the problems today is to 
get enough hatching eggs, Some 
are being sent from Ontario and 
some baby chicks are being ship- 
ped. One thing to remember is 
that all the chicks go on the farm 
in one day--not in one or two days 
apart. The rest period and clean- 
up between lots is a great help in 
the control of disease. 


Maybe as a general practice it 
would be wise if we received all our 


one time, The odd bird left over 
may be carrying disease-trouble for | 
the next group of chicks, 


The British market {s taking our 
top-grade eggs for 1945 and 1046, 
also some poultry. The United 
States Army wants our dressed 
poultry this year. There appears 
to be a market for these products 
and the problem of production ts 
one of quality, 

Many people are planning on: 
doing many jobs of {mprovement 
about the farm, You may want 
more range shelter or colony houses 
--perhaps new henhouse and 
many others things. One can not 
very well do these repair and ex- 
pansion jobs right now as lumber 
{s very hard to get and it 1s needed 
for so many things, including 
|houses for the families of the re- 
turned soldiers and others, 

It may be that, in a few years, 
one will be able to build better and 
more satisfactorily for cash. The 
opportunities for making money 
now are very good and the safe 
place to invest money is In Victory 
Bonds, Money ts not safe in your 
pockets, with so many ways to 
cpend it, but Bonds bought now 
will be on hand for many purposes 
in a few years.

WITHDRAWAL FROM PERSIA 

The publication of the letters exchanged between 
Mr. Bevin and Mr, Molotov during, but outside, the 
meeting of the Council of Foreign Ministers, shows that 
the question of the date of the complete evacuation of 
British and Russian troops from Persia has been satis- 
factorily resolved. The date agreed upon is the 2nd 
March, 1946, six months after the Japanese surrender. 
This is in accordance with Article Five of the Anglo- 
Soviet-Iranian Treaty of Alliance of the 29th January, 
1942, providing that the Allied forces should withdraw 
from Persia not later than six months after the cessa- 
tion of hostilities, 

London commentators obserye that the Persian 
Government's anxiety that Allied troops should with- 
draw as soon as possible is fully appreciated in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom. It is the Persian Government's conten- 
tion that the presence of Allied troops Persia has placed 
a-certain brake on economic recovery. It is hoped in 
London that the 2nd March, 1946 may prove a turning 
point in the progressive development of Persia. 

In a recent leader on “Persia Today” the Times said 
“Chief among the tasks which will confront Persia when 
the Allied forces are withdrawn is the establishment of 
a strong central government competent to enforce order 
throughout the whole country. Such a government can 
have only one solid foundation, the support of the 
people. The advance of Persia to strength and prosper- 
ity is a major interest of the United Nations. Its geo- 
graphical situation, its control of strategic communica- 
tions and its vast oil resources combine to render it an 
important factor in the structure of international se- 
curity. Its independent sovereignty and territorial. in- 
tegrity have already been guaranteed by the Allies. 
There can be no doubt that any assistance of which it 
may stand in need in the task of rehabilitation will be 
sympathetically considered.”

To attempt to answer the question in a dogmatic 
wey would be for Man to put himself on a level with 

‘od. 

But we can make a guess at this phase of the riddle 
of existence and say that God made man in His image 
to be Godlike, and to realize his creation, he must have 
liberty to choose what he does, and learn through this 
process what if, pays him to do and not to do. 

_ To take this right away from Man would reduce 
a to the status of a machine, and nullify God’s crea- 
jon. ‘

GARDEN CLEAN-UP 
WILL DESTROY INSCCTS 

Most insects hibernate out-of-doors in cne stage of 
development or another. In the Canadian climate, pro- 
tection of some sort is essential to enable them to sur- 
vive the sub-zero temperatures, In some cases this pro- 
tection is provided by the insects themselyes and takes 
the form of thicker cocoons, impervious coverings to 
egg-masses, woolly. coats (on caterpillars) and so on, 
says Alan G, Dustan, Division of Entomology, Dominion 
Department of Agriculture. 4 

In many instances, however, the insects must rely 
on insulating materials quite apart from their own 
bedies ,and probably he most commonly used is plant 
refuse, such as coverings of dead leaves, masses of with- 
ered grass near the ground surface, hollow stems of 
plants or piles of refuse found in or nearby cultivated 
fields or gardens, When winter approaches, insects 
seek cover beneath these as a protection from the cold, 
Some species are far-sighted enough to lay their eggs or 
spin up their cocoons on garden plants, depending on 
these to provide suitable cover when they wilt and die 
down in the autumn, 

The careful gardener takes adyantage of this habit 
con the part of insects to reduce their numbers and limit 
the insects which will emerge the following spring. By 
raking up and burning all dead leaves, old grass, wilted 
plants and other sources of shelter, a large percentage 
of insects hibernating jn the garden will. be at once de- 
stroyed or will die of exposure during the autumn, win- 
ter, or early spring months. Burning over grassland 
and weedy areas adjacent to the garden will also kill 
many eggs, cocoons, hibernating caterpillars, and some 
adult, forms, such as butterflies and beetles. All of which 
will be found helpful. If this practice is neglected, a 
large proportion of the insects which inhabit the garden 
in the fall will pass through the winter successfully to 
emerge in the spring to seriously damage the new crops 
when they are breaking through the soil. Garden sani-

\i-ness is unimportant as long as 
the cauliflower is still compact. 
So \etimes youl may see a head of 
cauliflower in which the leaves 
haye grown and are peaking 
through the white flower clusters. 
Well, these aifoct only the appear- 
anc. . not the quality, So if you're 
going to serve the cauliflower cut 
up anyway, you don't have to worry 
avout these leaves, In fact, the 
Department of Agriculture suggests 
you keep the most tender leaves to 
cook with the cauliflower, Don't 
cook cauliflower until it gets 
mushy. . just until it is tender.

CANADA’S 1944 T 
IS LOWEST 


Canada’s death ;ate from tuber- 
culosis was lower last year than it 
has ever been, according to pre- 
Uminary figures just issued by the 
Vital Statistics Branch of the Bur- 
eau of Statistics. The complete table 
of death rates appears on the inside 
pagas of the Bulletin. 

In studying this table, it will be 
noted that a change has been made 
by the Bureau in the method of re- 
cording. For the first time, deaths 
are listed by place of residence. 
In the past, deaths were listed 
by place of occurence. 
means briefly, that in the case of 
an Ontario resident, for example, 
dying in some other province, the 
death is attributed to Ontario and 
not to the province in which death 
occured. 

Several interesting differences 
are revealed as a result of this new 
method of recording. The following 
table shows the death rates for 1943 
and 1944 by place of ocourrence, and-

Black, Wood- 
yille, had the interesting experience 
of seeing and studying them while 
on active service in that land and 
has written the following intrigu- 
ing account of his observations.

THE PYRAMIDS OF GIZA 
, _ AND SPHINX 

Many péople have heard of the 
Pyramids of Egypt and the Sphinx, 
but comparatively few know more 
about them than that they are one 
of the wonders of the world. Some 
believe that the pyramids were 
built by the Children of Israel, bub 
they were standing for more than 
a thousand years before the Child- 
ren of Israel saw Egypt. The Pyra- 
mids are considered to be the old- 
test stone structures in the world 
and cannot be but admired by any- 
one who looks upon them. 

They are built on the Desert, 
near the City of Cairo, alongside 
the fertile valley of the Nile. The 
Pyramids were first built. beside 
the Nile River, but as dams were 
built in the upper part of the river 
for irrigation, the river receded, 
leaying a large valley. 


The Pyramids are tombs, the 
greatest in the world, built by 
Kings. who believed themselyes 


Gods, nearly 5000 years ago. A 
‘resting place after death that they 
thought fitting for them. The an- 
cient Egyptians had many religious 
ideas, and one which stands out 
clearly is their belief in a continued 
existence after death. 

They depended on the preserva- 
tlon of the body. The measures 
necessary were so great and expen- 
sive that probably they were not 
within reach of any but the rich, 
It seems there was very little 
chance for a poor man to exist in 
the next world, unless he could 
survive there as his former mas- 
ter’s servant. 

The Egyptians did not believe 
that the Spirit could exist without 
a bodily tenement to contain it. 
Their belief was that the person 
after death must be supplied with 
food and drink, and this could be 
accomplished by the ald of magic 
ritual. 

The body was preserved by 
mummification and placed in a 
stone coffin, then lowered down & 
shaft into a chamber hewn from 
solid rock. A chapel was built 
above the vault and in it worship- 
pers could come with offerings of 
food, drink, flowers, perfume or 
anything considered pure, These 
were placed before a sort of door- 
shape in the wall which was in- 
scribed with magic texts, which 
made it possible for the Spirit of 
th: dead man to come through the 
imitation doorway and partake of 
the offerings.

Temple. The Temple of the Sphinx, 
which is really the Temple of the 
Second Pyramid, is very massive. 

The granite blocks from ‘which 


600 miles up the Nile. The mech- 
anical skill of 500 years ago is 
amazing, which you realize when 
looking at these huge stones, cut 
in various shapes. Some’ weigh 12 
to 14 ton each, while the large 
colmuns at the intersections of the 
aisles weigh 18 to 20 tons each. 

Im olden days as dynamite was 
unknown, a very low method of 
breaking these stones out of the 
mountain was used. Holes were 
drilled in the rock and filled with 
wood. Then the wood was soaked 
with water until it expanded and 
broke the rock loose. 

The Great Spnmx belongs to the 

second Pyramid group, but it is 
not an essential part of the Pyra- 
mids, Tt is made from a huge piece 
of natural rock. The Sphinx is & 
mythical animal, with the head of 
a person and the body of a lion, 
and signifying strength and wis- 
dom. ; 
It is believed that King Chephren 
conceived this great idea of carv= 
ing this rock into a representation 
of himself, which should stand like 
a guardian, God oyer the entrance 
to his Temple. In later years the 
Egyptians forgot the meaning of 
the Sphinx and worshipped it as 
a form of the Sun God. 

The oldest of the Pyramids is the 
Step Pyramid of Sakhara which 
are too far from the Great Pyra- 
mids to be seen. Then the Dakshur 
Pyramids, the farthest to the 
south, There are many small Py- 
ramids which have had the hard 
stone on the outside removed, and 
are now a heap of rubble. 

Tt ls said that the ancient Kings 
of Egypt, Cheops and. Chephren, 
were great oppressors of fhe people 
and ruled the country for the pur- 
pose of obtaining money and la- 
bour to build their pyramids. Tt 
is claimed that 100,000 workmen 
were employed for three months at 
a time on building the largest of 
the Pyramids. Many years were 
spent in quarrying the rock on the 
Desert and ferrying the stones 
across the Nile. Ten years were 
spent on building the Causeway 
and preparing the rock, and twenty 
years on building the Pyramid t- 
self. The Pyramid is made up of 
approximately 2,300,000 blocks, and 
covers an area of thirteen acres, 
Ench block it is estimated is 40 cu. 
feet and welghs about two and a 
half tons. There lnre traces of 
workmen's barracks which still re- 
main nearby, and would accommo- 
date four to five thousand men. 
These no doubt were for ~ skilled 
workmen, used for the dre&iing of

To give you a further idea of the 
size of this Pyramid, the length of 
each side is 746 feet. Before the” 
outer stones were removed, it was 
ten feet more in length. Its per- 
pendicular height is 450 feet, but 
originally it was approximatley 480° 
feet. 

Many engergetic people climb up 
this Pyramid on the outside, over 
the stones which are like huge 
steps. There is a very excellent 
view from the top. On the ons — 
side is the Nile River and the long 


the wide open desert as far as the 
eye can see. ‘ ; 

The second Pyramid of Chephrem 
is almost equal in size to the first 
Pyramid of Gheops. It fs in much 
better condition and has most of 
the original casing on the upper 
part still in place. The Pyramid 
is now 44713 feet high and 690%4 
feet long at the base. 

The third Pyramid, the Pyramid 
of Mycerinus, is much smaller than. 
the other two. Originally it was 
cased in red Aswan granite except 
the upper part, which was of Mo- 
qattam limestone. The present 
height is 204 feet and the lergth 
of the sides is 35675 feet. Many 
of the casing blocks are still in 
place and others are strewn on 
the ground. — 

As many of the stones are uns 
finished, it appears that Mycerinus 
a’d not live long enough to finish 
his Pyramid. This fs confirmed by 
the state of the two Temples which: 
belong to the Pyramid. — hare

Many prarie farm tree planters 
would agree that their evergreen 
trees are crowded by other trees. A 
practice followed in the planting of 
many farm shelterbelis until recent 
years was either to mix evergreen 
trees in rows by themselves but 
quite close to a row (or rows) of 
broadleaf trees. 

Both these plans of piantirig have 
proved to be unsatisfactory, says 
John Walker Superintendent, For- 
est Nursery Station, Indian Head, 
Sask. Especially during the drought 
years there was extremely high mor- 
tality or severe injury among ever- 
green trees where they were plan- 
ted too near other trees, and par- 
ticularly so if planted alongside Car- 
agana.

Ever since the war the labour sit- 
uation on the farm front has been 
desperate. Since the cessation of 
hostilities, the situation has eased 
up a little but the Hon Humphrey 
Mitchell has promised within the 
next weeks men will be released in 
greater quantities. 

In ensuring the speedy releases of 
men from the armed forces for farm 
work, the Hon, Humphrey Mitchell, 
Minister of Labour, says the Agri- 
cultural Labour Survey Committees 
which were set up last winter in 
each of the 13 mobilization divis- 
fons of the Dominion, under the 
sponsorship of the Agricultural Em- 
ployment division haye been doing 
a good job. The committees have 
closed contracts with the armed for- 
ces and have been successful in se- 
curing the release of men. Since July 
Ist, of this year, more than 5,000 ap- 
plications for the release of farm 
workers have been reviewed. 

The committee consist of pro- 
vincial directors of farm labour, 
Regional Employment Advisers, rep- 
resentatives of Mobilization Boards 
and representatives of the armed 
forces, and are thus aided by men 
who are conversant with the prob- 
lems of agriculture, including those 
of farm labour. 


While the committees deal mainly 
with farm workers, they also ad- 
vise in some areas on the release of 
men for logging, fishing, and food 
processing plants. The committees 
also advise farmers and others- in 
basic industries on the procedures 
involved in securing men from the 


western Ontario. 

More than 200 Manitoulin far- 
mers consigned their cattle to this 
co-op sale, which exceeded that of 
last year by 212 head and $32,000.

According to Prof, Marcellts, 
“Poor killing and plucking, as well 
as poor bleeding and skin damaging 
In plucking reduces the grade and 
Uke-wise the price of birds ‘from 
3 to'5 ents or even more per pound.” 

After birds have been carefully 
raised and brought to the point of 
killing 1f Is unfortunate to put them 
on the market in such manner that. 
unsatisfactory prices are sure to re- 
sult, 

All birds, whether chickns, tur- 
keys, ducks, or geese, should be 
fasted elghteen hours before killing. 
This permits the elimination of all 
food from the elimination tract, This 
permits the elimination of all food 
from the alimentary tract, thereby 
improving the keeping quality of 
the birds. It also prevents the train- 
ing of the flesh by the absorption 
of adours from the feed remaining 
in the crop or intestinal tract. 

Quick and thorough bleeding is 
important. Poor bleeding results in 
a marked reddish discolouration of 
the skin. Such a condition seriously 
lowers the value of the carcass and 
its keeping qualities will be poor. 

Proper sticking of the brain will 
greatly facilitate the plucking. One 
should proceed carefully in removing 
the feathers as otherwise the skin 
may be badly torn, Rough handling 
will rub or break the surface of the 
skin and when the carcass cools 
such spots turn dark. This means

That's 
only twenty per cent, as compared 
with ninety per cent 150 years ago. 

However, this twenty per cent of 
the population produce enough food 
for themselves, the other eighty per 
cent of the population, and—in ad- 
dition—enough to mak, this coun- 
try and the United States {mportant 
producers for world market.

TREATING THE ETMOTIOALLY 
SICK PATIENT 


It is known that in times of 
peace about 50 percent of the pa- 
tients seeking medica] help pre- 
sent emotional problems or even 
real mental {llness. Naturally in 
days of stress of war, not only in 
the armed forces but even among 
civilians the percentage in in- 
creased, 

I believe every adult man and 
woman during the war years feels 
just a little “different” than dur- 
ing peace days—a little more for- 
getful, irritable, impatient and 


up” circumstances, people, work or 
duty in a normal manner so that 
problems or difficulties loom large 
and effect our mental, physical 
and emotional life. To those who 
are high strung or emotional na- 
turally war time may make {t nec- 
essary for them to consult their 
physician about their obsessions 
and illusions. 

In New England Journal of Med- 
icine Dt. K. T.Tillotson states that 
as only 2 percent of the medical 
profession is trained phychiatrists 
the burden of treatment rests upon 
the family physician. 

The first thought in the treat- 
ment of the nervous and emotion- 
al patient is showing him why his 
nervousness and emotional upset- 
ments result from conflicts within 
and from frustrations or disap- 
pointments, Also many of these pa- 
tlents though nervous and emot- 
jonal, are more intellingent than 
the average person; they can see 
the results of something inside 
them but cannot understand the 
underlying cause. This means that 
the physician cannot use ordinary 
common sense arguments but must 
0 down deeper, or farther back, 
to find and show ‘how this some- 
thing that occurred in past years 
is the foundation or basis upon 
which their disturbances of mind 
and body rest. Sometimes getting 
the patient completely relaxed as 
in or after a deep sleep and then 
asking him pointed questions will 
uncoyer the hidden cause of his 
conflicts and frustrations. This 
sleep may come naturally or be 
brought on by a drug such us pen- 
tothal sodium now uesd so succes 
fully in the treatment of epilepsy

TO SPEED CATTLE OVERSEAS 
According to reports glyen out by 
the Dept. of Agriculture there is a 
move on foot to speed the shipment 
of cattle overseas This will be of 
interest to farmers and cattle deal- 
ers. 

On account of the need of large 
live-stock shipments from Canada 
to European countries which had 
been occuplied by the enemy and 
also on account of the shortage of 
sea transport facilities, a temporary 
modification has been made by Or- 


specting the shipping of live stock 
from Canada. 


After August ist, 1945, whenever 
it has been found advisable in the 
case of a vessel employed in the con- 
yeyance of live stock from Canada 
to overseas destinations, the car- 
riage of live stock ond board ship in 
pens holding more than one anumal, 
as well as stalls for single animals, is 
permitted on the recommendation of 
an approved Government Officer.

“The five-year plan of the Hydro- 
Electric Power Commission {s one 
of the biggest projects to be ven- 
tured upon,” stated Mr. Whiton. 
"Its effect on this district will, 
when labour and material situa- 
tions warrant the work being done, 
be great. This Rural Power Dis- 
trict, operated from an office in 
Fenelon Falls, has under its juris-

tion, both as a producer and a con- 
sumer, must always be a ehief con- 
cern. Ways and means must be 
continually sought to help keep the 
farmer in step with modern me- 
thods of production and market- 
ing. Not Jess important ,tho far- 
mer must be provided with oppor- 
tunities for a home life comparable 
in convenience and comfort to that 
renjoyed by the city dweller, 

Hydro, in providing the rural 
resident and the farmer with cheap 
electrical power, is a most import- 
ant factor in this process. ‘There 
is no doubt whatever that the ex- 
tensive use of clectricity on the 
{arm means reduced costs and in- 
creased prodution. It is the alm 
of the Hydro-Blectric Power Com- 
mission of Ontario to encourage 
and assist rural cmmunities to use 
electricity wherever and whenever 
possible. 

Electricity is vital to farms of all 
classes and types--the mixed farm, 
the fruit farm, the tobacco planta- 
tion, the dairy farm, the cattle 
ranch, The typical farm in On- 
tario is, of course, the mixed farm, 


‘and for it Hydro is an invaluable 


asset. . 
In the farmhouse, electricity 
makes possible the use of modern 
appliances which eliminate drud- 
gery, saye time, provide added 
comforts and increase the well- 
being of the farm family. Running 
water means better sanitation and 
saves many steps. Refrigeration 
preserves food and makes better 
nutrition possible, The electric 
washer and iron make the family 
laundry less of a chore. The radio 
keeps the farm family in touch 
with market conditions and wea- 
ther probabilities, besides: providing 
entertaimnent for the leisure 
hours.

Prime Minister Attlee announced today that he 
would go to Washington shortly for an atomic energy 
conference with President Truman and hinted that 
there was hope for a Big Three meeting with General- 
issimo Stalin later. After Attlee told Commons of his 
forthcoming visit to the United States he was asked why 
Russia was not included in the talks. 

“I think it is better to take these things by stages,” 
he replied. 


_ TALKS WILL EMBRACE ALL PROBLEMS 
In his first formal statement to Commons on the 
atomic bomb, Attlee revealed that his forthcoming 
talks with Mr. ‘Truman would embrace the whole range 
of problems arising from the Anglo-American discovery 
of the cosmic weapon. : 


PRIME MINISTER KING TO ATTEND 
Attlee said he had invited Canadian Prime Minister 
W. L. Mackenzie King and Sir John Anderson, chairman 
of Britain’s atomic energy advisory commission to ac- 
company him to Washington for the conferences which 
are expected to open on or about Noy. 11.

Dominion Government on its ac- 
tion of taking over the the major 
packing plants of Canada in order 
to ensure continuous processing of 
live stock, Hon. Thomas L. Ken- 
nedy, Ontario Minister of Agricul- 
ture, in a letter to Hon. J. G. Gar- 
diner, Federal Minister of Agricul- 
ture, pledges the support of On- 
tario in backing up any efforts to 
keep the plants operating. In his 
letter, Hon, Mr. Kennedy also asks 
that, in the event of a strike deve- 
loping in spite of what has been 


‘done, meat ratioining be abandon- 


ed immediately, permission to kill 
up to the limits of their capacity be 
given the 2,000 odd slaughtering 
plants operated by local butchers 
and that plans be made to handle 
thelr production, and that the 
American market be opened for 
Ontario live stock as soon as pos- 
sible. These requests were made 
as the result of the proceedings 
of a meeting of representatives of 
County Agricultural Committees 
held in Toronto recently. Pointing 
to the seriousness of any threat 
to continued operation of the pack- 
ing plants, Mr. Kennedy states that 
last week cattle, hogs and sheep to 
the value of $2,690,000 were slaugh- 
tered in Ontario, and that any in- 
terruption in the operation of 
packing plants would cause the 
farmers to incur tremendous losses. 
The text of Mr. Kennedy's letter 
to the Federal Minister of Agricul- 
ture is as follows: 

“Dear Mr. Gardiner, permit me 
to congratulate you on the action 
of your Government in taking over 
the Canadian packing plants in 
order to ensure their continued 
operation. Anything we can do 
here to strengthen your hand in 
keeping the packing plants in oper- 
ation we will gladly do. It is un- 
thinkable, in view of Britain’s need

"In case, however, that a strike 
does take place, we would make 
the following requests: 

(1) That meat rationing be aban- 
doned immediately. 

(2) That permission to kill at 
full capacity be given to the 2,000 
odd plants in Ontario operated by 
local butchers, and that plans be 
made to take care of their produc- 
tion. 


(3) That the American market be 
opened to Ontario cattle as soon 
as possible. 

“We have had a meeting of farm 


organizations of the Province of 
Ontario, and these were the de- 
mands which they formulated. 


They felt particularly concerned at 
the handicaps which they have had 
to undergo in their efforts to sup- 
ply Britain with meats. This year 
we have had diffiult weather con- 
ditions, which we cannot prevent. 
Our farmers have been very short 
of labour, but have carried on to 
the best of their ability in order to 
help win the war and to produce 
more animals than ever before. 
The week before last, the killings 
of cattle, hogs and sheep in On- 
tario amounted to a total value of 
$2,690,000. 


“Under these circumstances, the 
farmers feel that a strike in the 
packing plants should be prevent- 
ed, and that the flow of cattle, 
raised at much sacrifice, to the pro- 
cessing plants should not be inter- 
rupted, and that they should not 
be forced to accept the tremendous 
losses which would be incurred if 
the packing- houses close.”

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“Pulp For

Because of its extensive use in 
both war and peace, rayon has be- 
come an accepted item in the daily 
life of Canadian men and women. 
But few know what rayon actually 

_is made from spruce wood. 

The story of rayon, which went 
to war in parachute shroud lines, 
uniform linings, high-tensible yarn 
in heavy-duty aircraft tires, and 
covering for signal wires and will 
fill a vital peace-time position in 
dresses, hosiery gloves, undies and 
other items, begins in the forests of 
the Dominion A giant spruce is fel- 
led, carried to a mill.where it be- 
comes-pulp. This {s formed into 
gleaming white sheats of cellulose 
woodpulp for the rayon mill. Torn 
to shreds by machinery, whey pro- 
cessed in chemicals, the pulp is 
transformed to a clear, orange- 
brown liquid called viscose. 


Viscose is rayon yarn In the raw. 
Forced through miscroscopic holes 
into an acid bath which hardens it 
into extremely thin filaments it be- 
comes rayon thread. At the cloth 
makers, the thread is woven into 


Textiles”’ 


That, from trees to street, fs the 
story of rayon in brief. In detall, 
the story is even more interesting. 

The rayon manufacturing process 
is one of the most carefully cop- 
trolled operations in industry The 
pulp in the initial step of the pro- 
cess is seeped in caustic soda, drain- 
ed, then shreded into wnat the in- 
dustry knows as “crumbs’, These 
crumbs are aged in a cellar for 48 
hours after which several chemical 
processes transform them into the 
clear liquid viscose, which, when 
ripened, filtered and tested for con- 
gulation properties, is piped to the 
spinning machines, 


Spinerettes fastened to the end of 
the pipes are under the surface of 
an acid bath. Throughout their 
holes pours the viscose to solidify in- 
to a gossamer strand which is wound 
into cakes Inside boxes revolving at 
more than 7,000 revolutions per min- 
ute. 


The cakes are conditioned under 
cotton coverings, washed and blea- 
ched before being dried. From the 
cakes, the rayon yarn is wound onto 
cones or made into skeins, depend- 
ing on the customers’ requirements

Production of dehydrated foods 
has dropped to a trickle, by com- 
parison with vast quantities of dried 
foods supplied to the Army.

NEW YORK, Oct. 25--The de- 
hydrated meal rose overnight to 
sensational fame early in the war 
and returned to obscurity with a 
dull thud at the close of hostilities. 

Americans just don’t like their 
vitamins withered down to a quar- 
ter inch pill. Fresh spinach is here 
to stay. 

The’ death of the just-add-hot- 
water-and-serve dinner began with 
grumblings in the GI foxhole, and 
reached national proportions just 
j after V-J Day, when 90 per cent of 
the dehydrated vegetable plants 
closed down. 

During the war the powdered 
meal was met with mixed feelings, 
from an elaborate dried-banquet 
{n Washington at which national 
officials acclaimed the stand-in 
food ,to a hasty meal on the battle 
front, at which fighting Yanks 
labeled it “ersatz” and asked for 
baked beans. 

However, dried food producers 
expected this sudden death. Ever 
isince the Civil War, they point out, 
the dehydration of vegetables has 
been a war measure. However,

so on, and each bundle is plainly 
marked as to the contents of the 
carton, so as to facilitate work at 
the central warehouse. 

On arrival there, specially train- 
ed workers prepare the clothing for 
processing--the placing of them in 
the baling machines where they 
are compressed to half their origin- 
al bulk, each bale weighing 100 
pounds. When this has been ach- 
jeved through alr pressure, the 
package is wrapped mechanically in 
heavy waterproof paper. In each 
bale is placed half a pound of 
napthene or other moth deterrent, 
s that no damage to the fabric 
will occur during transit, and se- 
curely fastened with metal strips. 

A durable burlap bag is placed 
around the bale, marked for iden- 
tification as to its contents, and 
shipped out. Hats are packed in 
extra strong cardboard cartons and 
shoes, tied together in pairs, are 
placed in burlap bags. 

Approximately 500 tons of cloth- 
ing wil! constitute each shipload, 
and the first of these is scheduled 
to sail from Montreal before the end 
of the month. From then on the 
trained packer will keep the bales 
of clothing rolling towards the port 
of loading, and it is hoped to get: 
most of Canada’s gifts to the dis- 
tressed people of liberated Europe 
off before navigation on the St. 
Lawrence closes for the winter.
